The city manager pointed 
out that the county master 
plan for East Palo Alto pro- 
vides for a freeway inter- 
change well to the northeast 
of the Ivy Drive extension. 
He said this looked to him to 
be a better arrangement.

‘30 indicated they liked the idea 
of pushing the interchange be- 
yond the SP railroad tracks. 

It would serve an industrial 
road linking old Willow Road, 
the freeway and eventually cir- 
cle around East Palo Alto to 
Embarcadero Road. 

Gerald Wagstaffe, attorney 
for the Kavanaughs, said talks 
with the state were imperative 
because future development of 
‘the land depends on access 
from the freeway and railroad. 

He said that the Ivy Drive 
extension isn’t particularly 
beneficial to the property and 
wouldn’t be built by the indus- 
trial development firm. 

And the city doesn’t yet 
know if the Ivy Drive exten- 
sion will be included in future 
city street and highway plan- 
ning, Johnson said.

Attorney General Stanley Mosk, recently speaking be- 
fore the San Mateo county Better Business Bureau, pointed 
out that buying “sight unseen” real estate is fraught with 
hazards.

The money withdrawn 
from the genuine, bona fide real estate market by these 
operators may be small, but not so much so that the real 
workers in the legitimate trade can’t use it to advantage, 
making them better able to give value for money.

School Taxes: 
A Hopeful Burden 


Recently, the California Taxpayers’ Association re- 
cited that the levies of school districts in San Mateo county 
had risen 10.6 per cent in 1962-63 as compared with the 
figure for 1961-62.

‘Four-Year’ Colleges Have 


Advantage in Financing 

During the past couple of years, Stanford University 
has been soliciting its friends and alumni for a sum of 
$100,000,000 to finance expansion of facilities to meet the 
growing need. 

A couple of years before that, the state legislature 
ordained a policy for construction of state colleges: Junior 
colleges, they said, would take the main load of entering 
freshmen; the four-year schools would concentrate on ex- 
pansion of the junior and senior year programs, and on 
graduate studies. 

The juxtaposition of these two statements might not 
lead to any apparent conclusions or questions, until one 
considers that (1) Stanford appears to have every chance 
of achieving its $100,000,000 goal because of the loyalty 
of alumni and friends and (2) nobody has yet evaluated 
whether the loyalty of anybody attending a college for two 
years is going to result in a large payment “in gratitude,” 
later on, for the education gained there. 

Therein lies a big mistake in financing, made by the 
legislature. 

Successful “old grads” of a college with traditions are 
apt to get pretty generous, as they evaluate the time they've 
got left in this veil of tears and figure that, if they don't 
make a substantial gift to somebody, the income tax and 
inheritance tax people will get the money anyhow. 

But a former student of a series of state colleges, who 
may have passed more registrar's desks than employment 
interviewers’, isn’t that well directed. He has no “alma 
mater.” He’s going to think of all those “little” schools he 
attended for relatively short periods of time, as ports of call.

New Narcotics

Narcotics and other addic- 

tive drugs give us a whole ser- 
ies of legislative, law enforce- 
ment, and educational prob- 
lems. They are particularly im- 
portant here in California, be- 
cause of the close proximity of 
the largest population concen- 
tration of our state to foreign 
sources of supply for the dan- 
gerous drugs. 

These problems have become 
particularly acute in recent 
years because of the inroads 
illicit drug peddlers, and the 
organized crime rings behind 
them, have been able to make 
among our juvenile population. 
Our legislative committees 
have spent much time and ef- 
fort during recent years, study- 
ing the best methods of treat- 
ing addicts, and of bringing the 
criminal element connected 
with the drug traffic into court 
for effective penalties. Local, 
state and federal law enforce- 
ment authorities have worked 
closely with these committees. 

At our 1961 session, we in- 
creased the penalties for vi- 
olations of the laws relating 
to narcotics to clamp down 
tighter on the vicious drug 
trade. After our adjourn- 
ment, the Special Study Com- 
mission on Narcotics report- 


ed on the dangers created, 
so far as addiction and crime 
are concerned, by two other 
classes of drugs, the hypno- 
tics, such as seconal, and the 
stimulants, such as benze- 
drine. 

Th Commission reported on 
the statistics submitted by law 
enforcement agencies as to in- 
creased use of such drugs by 
juveniles. 

A series of measures have 
just been introduced in the 
Senate, embodying the Com- 
mission’s recom mendations. 
The measures have already 
been endorsed by several asso- 
ciations of law enforcement of- 
ficials. They will first be heard 
by the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

These bills would first set 
up a new statutory class of 
drugs, “restricted dangerous 
drugs.” Felony penalties would 
be provided for illegal posses- 
sion or trafficking in such 
drugs, and for forgery of pre- 
scriptions calling for them. 
Prohibited would be the refill- 
ing of prescriptions for these 
drugs on an “as needed basis.” 
Another drug, now a favorite 
substitute among users of 
“hard” narcotics, and rated by 
authorities as potentially dan- 
gerous as morphine, would be 
restricted even further. 


Laws 


A recent decision of the 
U.S. Supreme Court held 
that the states can require 
narcotic addicts to submit 
themselves for treatment of 
their disease in rehabilita- 
tion facilities, under penalty 
of law. The proposed laws 
would expand California’s 
program by opening the ex- 
isting facilities to addicts of 
the hypnotic and stimulant 
drugs. 

Over-the-counter sales of 
drugged cough syrups would al- 
so be stopped by the proposed 
bills. The California retail 
drug trade has agreed that 
these syrups are being greatly 
abused by addicts, and that 
non-narcotic syrups of equal 
medicinal value are available. 

Another bill in the series 
would govern the search of 
cars involved in narcotic ar- 
rest cases. It would provide 
that any evidence of a narcotic 
violation found in a car not 
garaged in a house would be 
admissible in court. 

The course of these meas- 
ures through our legislative 
processes may not be entirely 
smooth. Some legislators feel 
that more study of the prob- 
lems is required. However, the 
law enforcement agencies have 
made their recommendations, 
which bear much weight. 


Municipal Report: 


‘Planning Has a History 


“Planning” is a relatively 
new concept for cities in the 
United States. 

Thirty years ago, such a func- 
tionary as a “city planner” was 
practically unheard-of; today, 
almost everybody of sixth 
grade age or older knows there 
is such a person in most muni- 
cipal organizations, and also 
knows what he does. 

The development of cities 
along unplanned lines is a 
western hemisphere concept, 
Menlo Park City Planner Rob- 
ert Ironside reflected recent- 
ly; other civilizations have 
since time immemorial practic- 
ed some form of planning. 

Almost from prehistoric time 
the villages of the eastern hem- 
isphere must have had some 
sort of planning, chiefly for de- 
fense. 

The old walled towns, Iron- 
side says, show evidence of 

considerable thoughtfulness 
on the part of their build- 
ers. 

Not only was the town de- 
fended in the best manner pos- 
sible: there were also provi- 
sions for an adequate water 
supply in time of siege and 
most of them evidently were 
constructed with the number 
of people they’d have to con- 
tain in an emergency kept care- 
fully in mind. 

In the middle ages, Ironside 
says, it appears that engineer- 
ing, architectural and planning 
functions were all coordinated 
when a city was designed and 
built. 

Communities were establish- 
ed on hilltops to guard against 
invasion and malaria and also 
to promote drainage; the archi- 
tecture was dictated by the 


space available, in many cases, 
or by the whim of the monarch 
in others. 

Very often, Ironside says, 
the medieval planner, archi- 
tect and engineer were all the 
same person. What title he may 
have had at court and what his 
relative importance was con- 
sidered to be may have varied 
from place to place and time 
to time, however. 

But in America, says Men- 
lo Park’s city planner, the 
idea of actually laying out a 
city with the future in mind 
appears to have been late in 
arriving. 

Thinkers on the subject, he 
says, apparently relate this to 
the whole American frontier 


philosophy. 

If mistakes were made in the 
use of the land — and there 
were many — it could easily 


be remedied by “moving on.” 

The resident of an early co- 
lonial city who found the place 
unliveable, unhandy and oth- 
erwise not to his liking, be- 
cause it had become jammed 
since first built, could always 
move on. 

Chances are, of course, that 
he’d make more mistakes of his 
own when he established him- 
self elsewhere 

But the frontier has been 

disappearing more rapidly 
in the last 50 years than at 
any other time in the history 
of the country and with its 
disappearance, people have 
been forced to live with the 
mistakes of the past and have 
been inspired to believe that 
repeating them is not always 
necessary. 

In many cases there’s been 
talk and, in a few cases, action 


to obliterate the old, congest- 
ed hearts of cities built in an 
era when nobody, apparently, 
planned anything. 

But meanwhile engineers, 
architects and land developers 
got some pretty independent 
habits. 

Architects, even today, are 
inclined to design structures 
which best use the property 
on which they are situated 
without reference, usually, to 
an “over-all master plan” or 
consultation with the neigh- 
bors on their ultimate plans 
for property development 

The engineer of the eigh- 
teenth and nineteenth centur- 
ies in America didn’t have to 
be concerned with considera- 

tions of walled-town defense as 
his medieval counterpart, but 
he had to consider availability 
of transport for commercial 
purposes, water supply, and so 
forth. 

Sometimes he forgot to be 
particularly careful. 

The private developer pre- 
ceded the city planner onto 
the American scene and he, 
too, wasn’t necessarily care- 
ful, or may have been opti- 
mistic about the potential of 
the area he was developing. 

Sometimes, too, he had mis- 
taken ideas. 

One of the most conspicuous 
of the latter is the idea that 

any property fronting on an ar- 
terial has “a great commercial 
future,” Ironside reports. 

“Having been in the business 
for a few years,” Ironside says, 

“it’s kind of gratifying to no- 
tice how awareness of a plan- 
ner’s job has grown in the 
minds of the general public. 


As Others See It

Basketball Officiating 


To the Editor: 

The recent unsavory publicity caused by so-called 
“blasts” between coaches and officials in letters published 
by our local newspapers was unfortunate, partly because 
it gives high school basketball an undeserved black eye, 
but mostly because it overstates the case. 


The talked-about cases are extremely rare, but the 
publicity an outsider might easily conclude that basketball 
coaches generally are purveyors of bad citizenship. 


Those of us who have coached basketball can under- 
stand the terrific strain a sincere coach goes through when 
his basketball team is playing. In rapid fire, shots are 
missed that could have been made, players travel, passes 
go wild or are intercepted, defensive men develop wooden 
legs and, sometimes, any semblance of the team the coach 
had on the practice court disappears in the excitement of 
the game. 


The emotional pull on a man who wants his team to 
perform well is great, especially when the opposition is 
having a good day, or when his team lacks its usual poise. 
In spite of all these upsetting factors, coupled with the 
other problems living creates, coaches generally exhibit 
relatively calm exteriors. 


When many officials complain about a coach’s de- 
meanor over a period of time, I will call the coach to dis- 
cuss the problem. If this does not help, and it is obvious 
that the officiating is the best we have to offer, I will ask 
the coach’s administration to see if something can be done 
to ease the situation. 


To point up the minuteness of this whole issue, let me 
point out that in four years, with over two hundred coaches 
in ten sports, I have only felt the need to take this latter 
action three times. And in each case the situation improved 
markedly, or the problem disappeared completely. 


Much of importance rests on the smooth ‘amning of 
athletic contests. Educational institutions cannot justify 
interschool sports unless their teachings are worthwhile. 
Emotional immaturity is not one of those goals. 


We can hope to improve officiating only if the game 
climate is such that good officials feel proud of their con- 
tribution and, if encouraged because they are good, con- 
tinue from year to year. Otherwise, we are faced continu- 
ally with the errors beginners must make ta learn. 


Officials don’t stay around long in basketball if their 
reasons for participating in youth athletics don’t transcend 
their desire for monetary gain. The money involved justi- 
fies their time away from families and entertainment, 
however. 

We are constantly striving to improve officiating in all 
sports. But, since officials are human, no matter how good 
they become, they will make bad calls. 

A coach who includes in his philosophy the expec- 
tation that some bad calls will hurt his team and some will 
help his team can usually accept these mistakes philosophic- 
ally. So can his players if he points this out early in the 
season and insists that they keep their minds on the job at 
hand rather than carrying on for some time, as though the 
whole game might just as well be called off. 

Teaching boys to operate effectively in the face of 
adversity must rank at the top of the educational goal 
ladder for interschool sports. This idea would seem to 
negate a person’s justification of his unseemly behavior on 
the basis that the officiating was lousy. It would also seem 
at this time, that a coach should keep a cool head because 
usually the crowd doesn't. 

In refutation of a statement made to the press, I would 
like to say that I have not found the coaches’ rating of 
officials to be biased. Coaches appreciate good officials. 
The coaches’ efforts are ruined by bad officiating. Often a 
coach will comment, “We lost, but the officiating was the 
best we've had this year,” or some such. If an official is 
not performing in a manner helpful to a sport, a multi- 
plicity of ratings will show it. One or two biased reports 
could not affect an official’s status. Incidentally, officials 
are rated both by the winning coach and the losing coach. 

There is time to discuss the matter, but probably next 
season the basketball officials will administer technical fouls 
more liberally, not because they have “rabbit ears” or be- 
cause they are “technical foul happy” but because in a cer- 
tain few cases the coach’s game-control responsibilities will 
fall on their shoulders. 

Players who emote after a foul call are not in the 
coach’s control. Players who delay the game by withhold- 
ing the ball from play have not been taught the game of 
basketball completely. A technical foul here would simply 
insure by emphasis the gaining of this knowledge. 

Technicals should not be considered slaps on the wrist, 
but as penalties for incorrect performance as in overguard- 
ing or failing to stop at a stop sign. No rancor need be 
involved, just a raising of standards in the proper carrying 
on and contro! of the game. 

The coaches who have insisted on these standards in 
the past have a legitimate complaint on several bases when 
other coaches and their teams display improper conduct. 

Perhaps insisting on these standards will give direction 
to new coaches coming into our leagues, lead to uniformity 
of thought, a better educational program and eliminate 
the need for an official to take a parting shot at the high 
school basketball situation when he decides to retire.

Atherton Pair Gives §150,000 


STANFORD—Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph L. Eichler of Atherton 
have pledged approximately 
$150,000 to the Stanford Law 
School to support its work “in 
the field of constitutional law 
and civil rights.” 

| “We are doing this because 
we believe it is mort than just 
a saying that eternal vigilance 
is the price of liberty,” said 
Eichler, in the letter accom- 
panying his pledge to Stan- 
ford’s current $100 million 
PACE Program (Plan of Ac- 
tion for a Challenging Era). 

He expressed the view that 
institutions of higher learn- 
ing are “one of the most im- 
portant sources for the instilla- 
tion of this spirit in our citi- 
zenry,’ and said Stanford was 
chosen for the gift because it 
has long shown evidence of en- 
lightened leadership in this 
field. 

The Eichlers have been 
“cloise neighbors” of Stan- 
ford for 15 years, Eichler 
said. They have a home in 
Atherton as well as one in 
San Francisco, and the head- 
quarters of the Eichler home 
building business is in Palo 
Alto. Eichler is a member 
of Stanford Associates, an or- 
ganization devoted to foster- 
ing the University’s continu- 
ing financial support. 

A first payment upon the 
pledge, already received, is be- 
ing used to establish the Jo- 
seph L. Eichler Fund. Stanford 
is authorized to use the income 
from the fund and eventually 
the principal as well, if this 
step should be recommended 
jaintly by the President of the 
University and the Dean of the 
Law School. 

Stanford officials and the 
Law School faculty voiced keen 
satisfaction over the gift and 
its designated purpose. 
“Kichler could not have se- 
lected a more important area 
of the Stanford Law School’s 
work to support,’ commented 
the School’s acting dean, Prof. 
John R. McDonough.

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In the Garden: What To Do About Wind 


There’s nothing like a good 
wind to spoil the fun of out- 
door living. In the cooler 
months, especially, it can take 
what little warmth there is 
right out of the sunshine and 
even in summer, it can drive a 
man to shelter. 

March is often windy and 
a good month, therefore to turn 
up the need for a windbreak in 
the garden. When March winds 
start to blow you can get a 
good idea of how protected or 
unprotected your own outdoor 
living area really is. And don’t 
think March is the only month 
to worry about. It may get the 
publicity, but wind is wherever 
you find it during the rest of 
the year, too. 

There are several shrubs 
which can be planted to com- 
bat it. Their selection depends 
largely on how much space you 
shave. But one or another of the 
following should fill your need 
of a windbreak. 

In the small garden you 
could do no better than to plant 
one of the privets and let it 
grow up to a commanding 
height. Japanase privet is a 
good choice and so is the glos- 
‘sy privet. These are large-leaf 
varieties compared to those 
most commonly used in hedg- 
ing, handsome as can be with 
highly polished foliage and 
full, sturdy growth. 

You can prune these to 
hedge-like formality or let 
them shrub out in a less for- 
mal manner. For screens and 
windbreaks, give it the less for- 
mal treatment. Formal shear- 
ing, however, will make them 
suitable for more cramped 
quarters.

tralian brush cherry makes a 
fine tall screen for sheltering 
the living area of a garden. It, 
too, can be sheared to fit limit- 
ed spaces, but it is really more 
handsome when permitted to 
grow less formally. The glossy, 
small leaves, tinged with red- 
dish bronze make a colorful 


backdrop for outdoor living. ! 
The small, purplish fruit are; 


edible but no great delicacy. 
You'll probably find you can 
live without them. 

English laurel is a hand- 
‘some shrub with big, glossy 
leaves densely carried on its 
branches. Left to its own, it 


will shrub out to make a round- 


ed form several feet wide. It 
also can be pruned to a more 
formal shape, but true formali- 
ty is not for the English laurel. 
Pruned or unpruned, however, 
it makes a wonderful wind- 
break and screen for the small 
garden. English laurel is one 
of the best tall screeens you 
can plant in California. 

Last but far from least is 
that shrub of so many uses, the 
Victorian box. As a wide, infor- 
mal screen, Victorian box has 
few equals. Its undulating foli- 
age, a glossy, deep green, has 


both eye appeal and the densi-! 


ty to provide good shelter 
from prevailing winds. Be sure 
to top it at the desired height 
‘so that its tendency to grow up 
into a small tree form will be 
thwarted. It stands shearing 
but is more attractive when al- 
lowed to shrub out some. 

The delightful thing about 
the Victorian box is the heav- 
enly perfume which its small 
white blossoms dispense each 
spring and to some extent 
throughout summer. The fra- 
grance is less intense than jas- 
mine but strong enough to fill 
the air on friendly spring eve- 
nings. Small fruits or seed pods 


follow the flowers, turning 
from green to an attractive 
shade of orange in the fall. 

While we have considered 
these shrubs as windbreaks on- 
ly, it should be noted that they 
serve to screen out unwanted 
views and to give privacy also. 
These two goals are just as im- 
portant to enjoyment of the 
outdoor living area as is lack 
of wind. 

The matter of privacy, espe- 
cially, should be a prime con- 
sideration, for nothing dam- 


pens the pleasure of a barbe- 
cue more than the lack of pri- 
vacy.

Her problems, however, are mitigated by the fact that her 
social relationships are in no way a problem. She has the 
backing of her American family and their affection which she 
returns warmly. Yasuko dances beautifully in the style of an 
older civilization than the twentieth century of which she is 
very much a product and guests in the Ross home are de- 
lighted to see her in one of her lovel kimonos performing the 
traditional gestures of Japanese choreography. 

And Yasuko’s guests are made welcome at the Atherton 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Ross. Yasuko’s attitude toward the peo- 
ple she has met and the community in which she finds herself 
would be a delight to anyone working toward amicable inter- 
national relations. Significantly, she, too, is working toward 
this end—in the one direction that concerns her since being 
enrolled in American college. She says foreign students— 
particularly those from Korea and India—are lonely and she 
intends to lessen that loneliness—with the help of her

In March 1962, a small group 
of women volunteers was or- 
ganized to serve in the wom- 
en’s quarters of the San Mateo 
County jail. The group was 
formed with the help and co- 
operation of the administration 
of the San Mateo County Sher- 
iff’s Department, the Adult 
Probation Department, and re- 
‘presentatives from a jail auxili- 
ary group in Santa Clara Coun- 
ty who called themselves the 


matrons’ jobs, it was difficult 
for them to develop on-going 
activities for their charges 
without help. 

Miss Margaret Ruettell, exe- 
cutive director of the Volun- 
teer Bureau of San Mateo 
County, has been most helpful 
in the development of this new 
program in the jail. Through 


ior Women’s Club became in- 
‘terested not only in sponsoring 
this program on a financial ba- 
sis, but also provided two club 
members — Mrs. Phyllis Out- 
zen and Mrs. Charlotte Schultz 
— who actually work as volun- 
teers in the jail. 

The chairman of the volun- 
teer program, which is present- 
ly called the Northern Califor- 
nia Service League Volunteers, 
is Mrs. Doris Bogart of Ather- 
ton. Through her efforts and 
dedication, the work of the 
Volunteers has become a valu- 
able asset and a welcome inno- 
vation to the women’s pro- 
gram in the county jail. 

At the present time, the vol- 
unteers are visiting the jail 
one day a week. They have 
been providing instruction in 
sewing, handicrafts and paint- 
ing. They have donated books 
to the jail library and have 
made arrangements for provid- 
ing clothing and, in some cases, 
small amounts of money to des- 
titute women who are being re- 
leased. Most important, how- 
ever, they have shown a sin- 
cere concern and interest in 
these troubled women and 
have given a non-judging, sym- 
pathetic ear to individuals that 
society generally rejects and 
wants to forget. 

Jail volunteers appreciate 
any financial donations to sup- 
plement their own efforts. 'The 
money would be used to pur- 
chase sewing, handicraft and 
painting supplies for the wom- 
en in jail. Financial donations 
would also be used to provide 
some assistance to those wom- 
en being released from jail

at Sequoia Hospital show a 
much higher local ratio of wo- 
men who survive breast can- 
cer and cancer of the cervix 
or the uterus than is found in 
national statistics, Dr. Rossiter 
said. 

Although national statistics 
indicate a survival rate  be- 
tween 40 per cent and 55 per 
cent, the women in the Sequoia 
Hospital group survived at a 
significantly higher rate. 

In the incidence of cancer 
of the cervix, figures show a 
great majority of the patients 
are in Stage I — least serious 
category — where 85 per cent 
of all cases are curable, Dr. 
Rossiter added. The national 
average indicates the majority 
of patients are first seen in the 
Stage II and Stage III cate- 
gory, where the cure rate is 
below 50 per cent. 

Two current films, “Time 
and Two Women,” which tells 
how uterine cancer can be vir- 
tually eliminated by proper cy- 
tologic cervical tests, and “Is 
Smoking Worth It?” about 
teen-age smoking habits, are 
being widely shown through 
the San Mateo County Branch 
of the ACS.
